When seme outsider 
studies the situation he finds that he 
is unable to detect that which he has 
heard so loudly proclaimed. 
As the resfilt of such experience 
there has gradually grown up the con­ 
viction that the milk supply which is 
now reaching our cities is undergoing 
little or no actual improvement. 
Tu­ 
berculosis of dairy cattle is spread­ 
ing rapidly in practically every dairy 
sfrite, the m - ■ u* of cow dung in the 
milk is heirs reduced little if any at 
all rnd the proportion of digestible 
I solids or food value of the milk 
is 
steadily falling. 
Such being the condition of the milk 
supplies it is perhaps not impertinent 
to suggest that a consideration of the 
milk 
question 
from

standpoint may be worth while. 
Few hygienists have given careful 
attention to the economic side of the 
milk question. 
Some light is thrown 
on this side by a recent study made j

Herein is the key to the 
situation since but a slight change of 
factors might make the cleaner milk i 
tho more profitable. 
The delicateness of this balance is ! 
illustrated by the experience or one ; 
of 
the 
large 
city milk companies. 
It has found that a bonus of only 10 
cents per hundred pounds added to 
the wholesale price of milk when cer­ 
tain sanitary conditions were changed 
has worked 
a remarkable improve­ 
ment in their milk supply. 
There is a growing desire on the 
part of the public for a safer milk, 
but it is extremely difficult to utilize 
this desire under present conditions 
because we have r.ot simple methods 
of informing the people of the relative 
desirability of the various milks which 
are upon the market. 
In the case of 
the city above referred to this was 
met by publishing the score card rat­ 
ing of the dairies. 
Within 
a 
short 
time the farmers wrere being paid on 
a sliding scale, both the producers and 
the retailer» having 
voluntarily 
ac­ 
cepted the official score as the basis 
of payment. 
The scoring of the city’s milk sup­ 
ply at the beginning of tho experiment 
is given in the chart for 1907, the scor­ 
ings having been made during the las* 
quarter of that year. 
This shows that 
the 
sanitary 
conditions in 37.5 prr 
cent of the dairies were 
poor, 
in 
57.5 per cent they were medium, and 
in 5 per cent they were good. 
The 
improvement 
was steady 
for 
four 
years. 
The condition then is shown 
by the chart for March, 1911, when the 
"poor” and “medium” disappears and 
only 
“good” 
and 
“excellent” 
milk 
forms the supply. 
In 1911 coincident with one of those 
changes in municipal affairs which 
frequently occur, the 
scoring 
was 
placed in the hands of parties unfa 
miliar with such work. Under such 
circumstances it was natural that the 
inspector should repeat 
the 
scores 
previously given to each dairy. 
The 
farmers, finding the score 
of their 
milk and therefore the price which 
they would receive for it was no long­ 
er dependent upon the sanitary condi­ 
tions of their dairies, relaxed their 
efforts. 
In two years conditions 
re­ 
turned to what they were in 1^07. 
Since the other factors remain es 
scntially the same this is a good dem 
onstration that the financial stimulus

P A R IS .— I h ave been study ing the 
m odern g irl in connection w ith mod­ 
ern h a ts during th e last week, and I 
have found th e study profitable, thoug h 
I confess th a t th e conclusions I have 
been forced to draw a re very disap­ 
pointing , w rites C laude C herys in th e 
W a sh ing ton S tar. 
T h e a ve ra g e m odern g irl or w om an 
Is disconterting ly ig norant of th e 
A B 
C of one of th e m ost im portant arts, 
th e a r t of dress. 
A ny one who doubts 
th is h as but to pass an h our or tw o 
In th e m illinery de p a rtm e nt of any 
m ag asin de nouveautés, th e F rench 
na m e for a de p a rtm e nt store. 
T o any 
one possessed of artistic ta s te or In­ 
stinc t It Is h e a rtbre a king to w atch 
dozens and dozens of really p retty 
g irls rush ing about and try ing on h ats 
w ith feverish eag erness. 
T h ey snatch 
up every th ing g nd any th ing a nd th rust 
it on th e ir heads, obviously In total 
Ig norance of their individual points or 
possibilities. 
H ow does this com e about? 
How 
does it happen th a t w omen of averag e 
intellig ence can g aze into a m irror 
m any tim es each day and yet rem ain 
blind to im p ortant 
facts 
connected 
w ith th e ir fe atures and coloring and 
g enre? 
How’ is It possible th a t g irls 
can becom e w om en w ith out having 
learned som ething of th e ir physical 
possibilities? 
.no a deq uate a nsw e r to 
th ese questions is forthcom ing . 
W e 
find ourselves oblig ed to bow before 
th e fact th a t th e m ajority of individ­ 
uals have lost individuality in the true 
sense of the word. 
I seem constantly 
returning to th is point, but it is inev­ 
itable. 
In th e h urry and bustle of 
m odern life individuality 
is 
being 
th rus t in a corner. 
Only this afternoon I stood in a cor­ 
ner of th e m ost fam ous m ag asins de 
nouveautés in P a ris— a really splendid 
shop and m arvelously well m anag ed; a 
shop in w hich you a re certain to find 
daring copies of ex clusive m odels the 
day a fte r they h ave been launched by 
fam ous dre s sm a ke rs and m illiners. 
I 
3tood in th e only quiet c orner I could 
find and w atched th e h undreds and 
hundreds of g irls and w om en of all 
ag es and sizes w ho crow ded about the 
h a t sh ap e counters and tried on horror 
a lte r horror. 
W om en who w ere prob­ 
ably g randm oth e rs feverishly tried on 
little cabotine sh a p e s orig inally c reat­ 
ed for Mlle. Polaire or the inim itable 
Spinelly. 
A second later young g irls 
of six teen or seventeen tried on ex ­ 
actly th e sam e h ats. 
D ark women, 
fair wom en, th e 
fat and 
th e lean, 
m oth ers of families, actresses, all, all 
tried on th e sam e shapes. 
And no one 
but m yself found th e scene e ith e r ri­ 
diculous or pathetic. 
Useless to Cry “H a lt!” 
T h e little scene rep resente d very 
fairly th e spirit of th e p re s e nt day. 
In th e ceaseless h urry and bustle of 
m odern life th e re is no tim e for in­ 
dividuality. 
T h e re is no tim e for the 
study of individual physical possibili­ 
ties. 
S om e one shouts, “sm all h ats 
a re to be w orn,” and in sp ace of a 
sh ort w eek th e am using little cabotine 
sh ap es becom e a uniform . 
T his is ridiculous, but w h a t is to be 
done? 
It seem s utte rly useless to cry 
“H a lt! ” for no one h as tim e or inclina­ 
tion to g ive serious th oug h t to th e sub­ 
je ct of dress. 
T h e senseless phrase, 
“ I t’s th e fashion,” is m ade to cover a 
vast num be r of sartorial m isdeeds. 
I am intere sted 
in the 
visit to 
A m erica of one of th e m ost daring and 
m odern of g reat P arisian dressm akers. 
Paul P oire t’s intention, I believe, was 
to g ive a series of lectures on th e sub­ 
ject of dress in th e 
U nited 
States. 
Such lecture s a re capable of doing 
g re a t g ood. 
P oire t’s ideas m ay seem 
eccentric, even ex ag g erated, but he is 
a true artist. 
In a sense, he is the 
R odin of th e w orld of dress. 
H e has 
broken aw ay from conventional ideas, 
and has, by reason of his ex otic indi­ 
viduality, cap tured his world. 


Not for Every Woman. 
It Is not every w om an jvho can w ear 
a P oiret g own w ith success; on the 
oth e r hand, P oire t 
will not 
m ake 
g ow ns for every w oman. 
H e is dis­ 
concerting ly fastidious, and, so it Is 
said, alarm ing ly outspoken. 
It is my 
intention in one or tw o future articles 
to devote a little sp ace to an account 
of the m ethods of P arisian desig ners. 
I shall not m ention nam es, but shall 
m erely point out th e delicate differ­ 
ences w hich ex ist betw een th e s e auto­ 
c ra ts of the w orld of dress. 
I spoke a t som e 
leng th 
recently 
about th e g row ing popularity of pow­ 
dered hair. 
To ordinary persons this 
fashion m ay seem nothing m ore th an 
a p assing fad. som ething to be laug hed 
a t or adopted, according to individual 
taste. 
B ut in reality pow dered hair 
m e a ns very m uch m ore th an this. 
It is, as I have already said, a fash­ 
ion w hich m ake s g re a t dem ands upon 
its followers. 
It calls in no uncertain 
voice for "robes de style.” It dem ands 
a ce rta in sta te line ss of carriag e and 
even of mind. 
It is, in a word, the 
absolute re ve rse of th e sty le which 


com es under th e heading "cubotine.” 
And 
th e p resent situation 
p resents 
m any difficulties because this saucy 
little cabotine sty le h as ta ke n pos­ 
session of very m any women. 
T hey have g row n 
accustom ed to 
g ow ns and h ats w hich can only be de­ 
scribed by th e word sm art. 
T hey take 
delig ht In copying th e little cling ing 
g ow ns and daring h e addre sses ex ploit­ 
ed by fam ous m usic hall artists.

cabotine w ave has passed over th e 
world of fashion of re c e nt days, and 
now, quite suddenly, w om en find th em ­ 
selves faced by th e problem of pow­ 
der and patches, by a style which de­ 
m ands th e flowing drap eries beloved 
of old m asters, a sty le w hich is in 
close sy m p a th y w ith th e sp irit of h is­ 
toric c h a te a ux and 
w hite 
peacocks 
Bailing dow n broad te rra c e w alks— 
tho sp irit w hich p rom p ts 
beautiful 
w om en to study th e m eth ods of such 
eleg antes as the P rinc e ss de I^amballe 
or th e lively P rince ss de Conti. 
A ir of Sweet Mystery. 
It c annot be doubted th a t pow dered 
h air will becom e m ore and m ore fash­ 
ionable. 
It h as proved itself infinitely 
becom ing to hosts of w omen, It lends 
an a ir of sw eet m y stery to even an 
ordinary face. 
A t the p re sent m om ent th e subject of 
corsets is of sup rem e im portance. T he 
chang es in the w aist and bust lines 
have broug h t m any difficulties in th eir 
train. E ven th e com fortable tricot cor­ 
sets does not alw ays prove itself quite 
equal to th e occasion. 
In th e first place, th e w aist m ust as­ 
sum e na tura l proportions. 
In the sec­ 
ond place, th e hips m ust not be at all 
p rom inent; neith er m ust th e outline 
of th e bust.

"W hat became of the funds of the 
s'ew Haven invested in various enter­ 
prises and corporations mentioned in 
he recent report of 
the 
interstate 
commerce commission? 
“ Whether the person or persons au­ 
thorizing investment of those funds 
and the person receiving the benefit 
ire liable to punishment under exist­ 
ing laws. 
"W hether under existing law, these 
funds can be recovered in behalf of 
stockholders of said company. 
"W hat legislation, if any, is neces­ 
sary to prevent the recurrence of simi­ 
lar transactions?” 
Attorney General McReynolds takes 
the view that any 
prosecution 
for 
inancial operations of the New York, 
New Haven & Hanford railway must 
come under state laws, not federal 
statutes. 
This statement was made 
in the senate by Mr. Newlands of Ne­ 
vada during the debate 011 the Norris 
resolution.

Washington, Feb. y.— William P. Bo- j 
land of Scranton, Pa., whose charges j 
of misconduct in office resulted in the | 
impeachment of Judge Robert W. Arch- j 
bald of the United States commerce 
court, has informed Chairman Clayton 
of the house committee on judiciary 
that fie has been driven into bank­ 
ruptcy because he exjiosed the jurist 
as the tool of the anthracite coal car­ 
rying lines.
